STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the School District in the Town of Unity qualified 
to vote in district affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Unity Town Hall, in said district, 
on the twelfth day of March, 1968, atthree o’clock in the afternoon to act upon 
the following subjects: 


1. To see if the district will vote to adopt as the checklist for school 
meetings the checklist of the town.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Unity School Board and Citizens of the Town, I herewith submit 
my third report as Superintendent of Schools. 


STAFF 

We were fortunate once again to retain the same instructional staff. 
The loyalty and devotion these teachers have to the students and District of 
Unity is to be commended. 

The employment of Mrs. Robert Underhill after the opening of school 
was necessary because of the overload in the first and second grade class- 
room. Mrs. Underhill commutes to our schoolfrom Newport. She is a grad- 
uate of the University of Rhode Island and has private school teaching ex- 
perience. We were indeed fortunate to secure the services of one with such 
talent at such a late date. 


ENROLLMENT AND BUILDING 

School opened in September with 16 more students enrolled than when 
classes closed the previous June. The majority of these were in the primary 
grades, those crucial beginning years for a student when his reading skills 
and learning habits must be nurtured so carefully. These are the years when 
a student needs so much of a teacher’s time, so much individual attention. 
With the current teacher-student ratio of 38 to 1 in Mrs. Newman’s room and 
32 to 1 in Mrs. McCullough’s class, the teachers simply cannot devote to 
each child the time he needs. 

It appears that next year will bring no relief to this situation. Should 
enrollment remain proportionately the same, we will unquestionably need at 
least a teacher for one-half day to insure each student’s progress at the de- 
sired. rate. The School Board has wisely taken this into account in preparing 
next year’s budget. 

Much work has been completed on the building itself. The expense to 
accomplish this within a one-year time span was justified by the urgency. 
There were four what I choose to term major replacements or repairs. 
These four, all contracted and placed out for competitive bidding, follow: 


a. Roof ---------------------- $4,664.00 
b. Tile (2 rooms) ------------- 1,020.50 
c. Lights -------------------- 512.00 
d. Heating system ------------ 450.00 


A portion of the interior was painted, as was the entire exterior with one 
coat of primer. The finish coat will be applied this year, as well as continued 
redecoration of classrooms. The school’s custodian, Mr. Arthur Lake, devotes 
many hours during the school year, vacation, and summer recess to maintain 
the "new look of our school. We compliment him on his work. 


AREA 

Our first year of operation within the AREA School Contract has been a 
successful one. There appear to be no problems with attendance, transpor- 
tation, or adaptation to Stevens High School. 

Under the old arrangement, students could terminate their formal school 
years after graduation from the eighth grade. Because of this contract, stu- 
dents involved in the AREA complex must attend Stevens High School until they 
are 16 years of age. This newcompulsory school aspect is of obvious benefit 
to the student. 
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PUBLIC LAW 89-10 

Title I of Public Law 89-10 continues to be an asset to us. A portion of 
Mrs. Underhill’s salary is funded from this Federal program. We propose 
this same project during the 1968-69 scholastic year. Even though the share 
which is allotted to Unity is small, estimated at $300.00, it does help to 
alleviate the burden from the property tax payer. The first year of this 
Federal program brought no monies to us; currently we look forward to the 
above stated amount and optimistically the coming years will see a greater 
amount of financial assistance from this or similar programs. 

Title II again brought an additional $2.00 per student for library and 
reference materials. More than $600.00 has been realized over the past three 
years in this category. 


CURRICULUM AND SUPERVISION 


Curriculum meetings are evaluating our present programs and devoting 
extra hours to curriculum improvement. We are aiming to better correlate 
our classroom work with high school entrance, particularly in the areas of 
English and reading. 

In addition, the teacher consultant program of demonstration lessons 
and assistance to teachers is continuing in all classrooms. 

An interesting approach in Grade 8 this year has been the use of multi- 
and seminar talks. A great variety of books about the history and life of a 
particular period in America is utilized. Guest speakers have talked to the 
children on colonial history, reading original materials, the role of the school 
in the community, state and local government. Visits to the town hall on 
election day and the state house will be incorporated in this approach. 

It is also hoped that resource materials on community history may be 
compiled as an aid.to studying town history. The Vista Tutoring Program was 
of assistance to some of the children needing extra help in specific subject 
areas. We are grateful to the Office of Economic Opportunity for this service. 


SCHOOL BOARD 

Your School Board has devoted many hours, individually and collectively, 
giving thought, study and time tovariedissues and projects with this adminis- 
tration. Cooperatively we have reviewed phases of the curriculum with an 
attempt to have it complement the varied abilities and potential of the students 
in our classroom. The effectiveness of teaching in this district has been 
evaluated, as has the preparation of eighth grade graduates about to embark 
on their high school tenure. The Vista program was carefully scrutinized, 
as was participation in the jointly-sponsored Claremont Head Start Program. 

A watchful eye was kept on the financial expenditures of the system. 
Every dollar invested was done so with maximum return to the town. The 
townspeople of Unity are fortunate indeed to have such dedicated people serving 
in this capacity. 


In Conclusion 

This has been a good year for the school and supervisory union. Much 
has been accomplished in both instructional phases and building maintenance; 
many items not elaborated on in this report have come to a satisfactory 
conclusion, 

The citizens of Unity are given due recognition and thanks for their con- 
tinued support of the school. We cite the teaching staff for continued good 
work, and the nurse for her professional attention, custodian for his fine ser- 
vice, the parents for their interest and cooperation. 
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I am grateful to the Board members for the guidance and encouragement 
to pursue the upgrading of the educational program. Mr. Amari and Mr. 
Waldo have proven to be very able assistants. 

These are exciting and challenging years in education. I firmly believe 
we are keeping well abreast of current trends proven to be of validity.

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 
Unity Elementary School 


In addition to our regular school staff of the past year, we have had the 
added help of a number ofpeople. During the spring and fall of 1967, the Vista 
Volunteers continued to help children from all grades in reading and math. 
Mr. Anthony Amari, Teacher Consultant, has given us invaluable aid in read- 
ing, math, and other subjects, as well as in our testing program. 

On Memorial Day, we held exercises at the Unity Common and were 
very pleased to have a large contingent of the Veterans of Foreign Wars in 
attendance. Exercises were conducted by this group. We hope to repeat this 
again this year. 

In June the eighth grade went on a class trip to Boston, visiting the 
Museum of Science and a number of historical landmarks, such as Paul 
-Revere’s Home, the Old North Church, and The Constitution. 

Severn pupils were graduated from the eighth grade in June. Mr. 
Henry Grady of Goffstown was the speaker. The Rev. Louis C. Reed was 
again chosen as the minister. Mr. Kenneth Weed, chairman of the school 
board, presented the diplomas. The children gave a fine performance. 

Many interesting and instructive programs have been presented this 
year. One such was that of the Claremont Fire Department. They also pre- 
sented the intermediate grades with a banner which hangs in the auditorium. 
The Forest Fire Wardens’ Association with Smokey also gave us a fine 
program. Mr. Bennett of the Veterans of Foreign Wars presented the school 
with an American flag and staff on Veterans Day, to be used on the platform 
in the auditorium. 

Educational films have played a great part in our curriculum during the 
past year. Mrs. Davis, dental hygienist from Claremont, showed us a fine 
film on teeth and their care. 

In the fall, Mr. Douglass Reed, Claremont YMCA director, brought 
national and state YMCA representatives and officials to the school to acquaint 
them with the physical fitness program conductedhere. The Unity School was 
the first school in the state tohave such a program. This has been in progress 
for a number of years. A YMCA group of boys meets regularly at the school 
on Wednesdays. This is a fine program and it is hoped more boys will parti- 
cipate in the future. 

The magazine subscription drive was held again this year. The money 
from this drive has given us many of the library books we have purchased for 
the past several years. Twoother sources have been Title II and the district’s 
budget. Our library is growing fast, but at present it is not centrally located. 
Each room has its own library corner. 

The Parent-Teachers Club has provided us with room mothers for our 
parties this year and also suppliedice cream at Christmas time. The Women’s 
Auxiliary of the Unity Firemen’s Association gave each child a generous gift 
at Christmas. Mr. Waldo presented the school with a fine model house which 
is used in a study of linear measure and has many possibilities for future use. 

Three teachers have completed educational courses in math and art. 
Two more are now attending math and elementary science classes. 

Plans for a science fair, which will be open to the public, are under 
way at present.

REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


To the Unity School Board and the Citizens of Unity I herewith submit 
my annual report as school nurse. 

Examinations given during the school year of 1966 - 1967 were as 
follows: Vision tests were given to one hundred and nine children, of which 
nine were shown to need further examinations by their family eye specialist. 
Corrections were made as necessary. Hearing tests were given to fifty- 
two children. Two were found to bein need of follow-up work, which was done. 

One hundred and nine children were weighed and measured and checked 
for noticeable health problems. 

Tuberculin testing was done to twenty-five school children of grade 
one and seven. No children showed a positive reaction. The test used was 
the Heaf Test. 

There were no serious health problems during the school year. Nine- 
teen cases of mumps were reported and one of measles. 

I would like to express, at this time, my sincere appreciation for the 
cooperation and assistance given to me by the teaching staff at the Unity 
School. It was a pleasure working with them.
